| “ne Devit’s Bricape,”’ by John 
L. Spivak, is a half-novelized ac- 
count of the Hatfield-McCoy feud 
which rocked Kaintucky and West 
Vuhginnia from 1850-1900 and then 
shifted gradually into the mine work- 
ers’ gang wars of the present century. 
The Hatfields (one of them was de- 
scribed as “‘six foot of devil and 180 
pounds of hell’) used to carry two 
Colts and a Winchester as a golfing 
equipment and the customary McCoy 
armament was about the same. Both 
families handled them well and the 
shootin’ frays are actually better than 
Zane Grey’s (whoever he may be). 


Gomez months ago we joined a large 
cheering section and rendered sev- 
eral locomotives for Helen Carlisle 
and her “Mothers Cry.” It was that 
sport of sports: a genuine New York 
novel by a genuine New Yorker and 
not a phoney and a fake by a large- 
boned Ohio cow-woman stopping off 
in Greenwich Village to write, only 
eventually to marry a_ buckwheat 
snapper back in Ohio, New York 
proving so provincial. We hoped at 
the time Madame Carlisle would go 
further into the mysteries of the Big 
Apple and get off several novels 
about, say, the Park Avenooers (who 
haven’t yet been got proper), the 
Coons, the Litvoks, the subway 
guards, or even about those lunching 
Indians, the Algonquinites. Well, 
with so many tons of glory ahead of 
her and so much to do, what does this 
darn Carlisle woman do but pull a big 
female bloomer, going artistic for all 
she is worth. It comes out in “To- 
gether Again,” a Very Terrible Novel, 
which reads like the confessions of a 
Washington Irving High School girl 
revamped from a soggy diary, printed 
by the Vassar Review and rejected by 
the old Dial. Like the new-born in 
the maternity ward, nobody in this 
esoteric emotional lulu has a name. 
The characters are plain He, She and 
The Doctor. She lives in a kind of 
fog and is a skeery little thing with 
very raw-edged emotions, with which 
she toys till hurt. He is a rabbit-like 
fellow who walks hand in hand with 
her along the canal, but that’s as far 
as He goes. Then comes the War and 
The Doctor, a devil of a fellow with 
sensual lips. She does a lot of dart- 
ing away from The Doctor, running 
to He. He as usual is too shy or 
doesn’t understand. So she marries 
The Doctor and it all ends Unhappily, 
with He left licking wounds He never 
knew He had. The sooner then that 
Madame Carlisle comes back from 
Never-Never Land to Rivington Street 
the better, say we.
